people under 14. 
These accidents 
a re caused by poor judgment and 
lack of knowledge of how a trac ­ 
tor operates under various condi­ 
tions. 
Proper training will help to im­ 
prove the knowledge and the judg­ 
m ent of the tractor opreator and 
thus decrease his chances of hav­

Automobile driver training cour­

famo us o n last sum m er’s junket to Euro pe, 


“ First v o u want us to fig ht Uie Russians,’’ 
said the prime minister o f Greece, “ no w y ew 
want us to kiss the Russians. Which are we 
la do ?” 


*Die U-2 flig ht o v er Ru.ssia and the break-up 
« f die summit co nference in Paris so o n to ld 
ttie Greeks that they were no t to kiss the 
Russians. H ie co ld w ar was still <m. So no w 
they want to kno w whether there will be a 
rev ersal o f Kesnedy ’i kiss-and-make-up po licy 
with Mo sco w'. 


In o ther wo rds, there is tremendo us interest 
amo ng o ur friends, o ur allies, and ev en o ur 
no n-friends as to whether the Senate wall 
ratify the tcst-ban treaty .

Resistance

ag ainst Fidel Castro . Ro sita o nce 
was a v ery fine secretary . She is 
deliberately inefficient no w, be­ 
cause she hates Fidel. 
It wo uldn’t do her bo ss any 
g o o d to fire Ro sita. Her replace­

pro bably wo uld be ev en 
wo rse than she is. 
Acco rding to Intellig ence esti­

In mid-April o f last y ear, fo r 
ex ample, abo ut 100 Neg ro wo men 
in Lo s Ho y o s started a demo n­ 
stratio n ag ainst jthe sho rtag e o f 
fo o d.

YOUR EYES AND VI SUAL FUNCTI ONS 


In his autobiography Theodore Roosevelt wrote as 
follows regardin g an in ciden t which occurred when he 
was (liirtfcn yx'ars of age; 


"It was this sum m er that I got my first gun , an d 
it puzzitd me to fin d that my compan ion s seemed to 
stH* thin gs to shoot at which I could n ot see at all. On e 
day they read aloud an advertisem en t m huge letters 
on a distan t billboard, an d I then realized that somethin g 
was the m atter, for n ot on ly was I un able to read the 
sign but 1 could n ot even .see the letters. I spok e of this 
to my father, an d soon afterw ards got my first pair of 
spectacles, which literally open ed an en tirely n ew world 
to me. I had n o idea how beautiful the world was un til 
I got those spectacles. I had been a clumsy an d awk ward 
little hoy. an d while much of my clumsin ess an d awk ­ 
wardn ess was doubtless due to gen eral characteristics, 
a gootl deal of it was due to the fact that I could n ot see 
an d yet was wholly ign oran t that I was n ot seein g. The 
recollection of this experien ce gives me a k een sym pathy 
with those who are tryin g in our public schools an d 
elsewhere to remove the physical causes of deficien cy in 
children , who are often un justly blamed for l>ein g obsti­ 
n ate or un ambitious, or m en tally stupid. " 


The Missouri Optometric Association suggests to all 
paren ts that it is of utmost im portan ce to k n ow’ the 
con dition of every school child's vision . The wise paren t 
fin ds it quite worth-while to have the child's eyes an d 
vision catefuHy examin ed at least on ce each year. The 
pre-scht» ol child .should have such an examin ation made 
n ow in preparation for the start of school work in 
September.

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Can Hypnosis 
Help 
Your Child 
Learn? 


Long a tool of medicine and psychology, it now is used in remedial education

YOUR 
CHILD like Ann—^bright, 
healthy, yet not achieving what she 
should in school? 
At 15, Ann whiled away valuable hours after 
class chatting on the phone, listening to records, 
and reading movie magazines. 
Only in late evening did she get around to her 
homework, and by then she was too sleepy to 
accomplish much. She habitually handed in her 
work late, and her grades showed it. Nothing her 
parents said could change her. 
That was the “old” Ann. Now—thanks to a 
radical educational tool which has been used suc­ 
cessfully with a number of students—she faith­ 
fully studies her biology and Knglish before din­ 
ner, finishes her history lesson in early evening, 
completes all assignments on schedule, and only 
then diverts her attention to her pastimes. In­ 
stead of a disorganized procrastinator, Ann is 
now an academic leader who makes full use of 
her above-average mental capabilities. 
The key to her amazing change is a centuries- 
old art—hypnotism. 
1 hypnotized Ann and discussed with her how 
she could improve her study habits. Before long, 
she developed an excellent approach to her les­ 
sons, and barring unforeseen problems, she is 
unlikely to slip back into her old ways. 
There are thousands of students—perhaps 
your own child—who could similarly benefit from 
hypnosis. These are the “underachievers”—in­ 


telligent, emotionally stable youngsters who are 
falling below their full potential in the classroom. 
Often, the reasons are bad study habits, lack of 
motivation, and a poor approach to examinations. 
The value of hypnosis in removing these 
stumbling blocks lies in the “channel” it opens 
to the unconscious mind. While hypnotized, a 
student is able to concentrate intently on what 
the hypnotist says and is extremely receptive to 
suggestion. After he is awakened, he normally 
feels compelled to follow the suggestions that 
have been given him. By reinforcing these sug­ 
gestions in a series of counseling sessions, the 
hypnotist is often able to help the student change 
his study habits. 
O 


F COURSE, hypnosis cannot bring a “C” stu­ 
dent straight “A’s” unless he is capable of 
“A” work to begin with. But many students are 
not performing up to their potential. In my ex­ 
periments with elementary, high-school, and col­ 
lege students, hypnosis has helped bring signifi­ 
cant improvement in three out of four cases. And 
as we become more skilled in this technique, pos­ 
sibly even more can benefit. 
One recent success was Steve. He was well 
motivated and enjoyed excellent study habits. 
But, like many students, when he walked in to an 
examination, his heart pounded, and in general 
he became so nervous that he made errors and 
was unable to recall much of what he had learned. 
During hypnosis, I assured him again and 


again that in the future he would remain calm 
and collected whenever he faced a test. I worked 
with Steve once a week for two months. By then 
he was able to face even the toughest quizzes 
coolly. His grade average jumped from “B” to 
“A,” obviously more in line with his 145 IQ. 
A different problem concerned a student named 
Bob. He was intelligent and had good high-school 
grades—but no motivation. This lack pulled down 
his college grades. Under hypnosis. Bob recalled 
a childhood interest in a chemistry set. Gradu­ 
ally, he came to see chemistry as a possible voca­ 
tion. In subsequent sessions, I implanted sugges­ 
tions that he would become in te r^ t^ in studies 
and find career goals. Later Bob’s unconscious 
mind helped him act on these suggestions, and 
he became a fine student. 
Regardless of what problem a student faces, 
he should never be hypnotized by someone not 
thoroughly trained in psychology and education, 
and even then not until he has been given per­ 
sonality and intelligence t^ ts. Sometimes school 
problems reflect deep emotional disturbance, and 
these cannot be cured with a few sesions of hyp­ 
nosis.

have taken cover, which at least keeps them from making 
trouble for a while.” 
It’s after a spell in the rear echelons, where many high- 
ranking Vietnam officers owe their jobs to political pull, 
not skill, that Tom wonders why he ever left France. 
“My most frustrating experience was being sent to a 
province to observe field tactics,” Tom says. “When I got 
there, the local commander said he would have a search- 
and-clear operation going out the following morning. When 
my sergeant and I came to the jumping-off point, though, 
we found the operation had been cancelled for some vague 
reason. The same thing happened the next day and the next. 
“On the fourth day we went through the same schedule- 
and-cancel business again, but now there was a clear rea­ 
son for it. The commander had intelligence of a ‘large con­ 
centration’ of VC three or four miles from his headquarters. 
“ ‘How many ?’ I asked. 
“ ‘Fifty or more’—this against nearly 1,000 men he 
commanded! When I urged him to send troops out after 
them, he said he would consider it. But by that evening, 
the number of VC had grown in his mind to 500, so he 
just waited until he learned that the VC had withdrawn. 
I was back home by then.” 
Life ia easier to bear “back home” in Long Xuyen, 
where Tom isn’t plagued by timid officers. When he’s not 
out in the field, he helps train Vietnamese. “They need all 
the instruction they can get,” he says. “They come here 
with exactly six weeks training, and they don’t know much 
about handling equipment. This doesn’t keep them from 
being tigers in the field, though. They’re great scouts, too. 
“I don’t know how many times they’ve saved my life by 
exposing themselves to draw the fire and by keeping me 


from walking into punji in the jungle. Punfi are booby 
traps. The worst ones are slivers of bent bamboo with long 
nails in the end. You spring the trap, and the bamboo whips 
up to drive the spike into your stomach or chest. I’ve 
learned to spot punji by now, but only because the Viet­ 
namese have kept me from tripping dozens of them.” 
After seven months, the Vietnamese return Horner’s 
respect and affection in full. His appearance on the post 
is greeted by a ragged cheer and an accolade in the only 
English the soldiers know: “Number one! Number one!” 
T 
om’s o n ly re c re a tio n in Long Xuyen, aside from an 
occasional ancient movie that finds its way there, is 
caring for a seven-foot boa constrictor his men gave him 
as a joke when they discovered he didn’t like snakes. He 
hasn’t named the snake, but he has confounded the funsters 
by building a cage for it and learning to handle it. 
Except for the boa, Horner is surrounded by nothing 
but work, which he doesn’t like to abandon even for an 
occasional “Rest and Rehabilitation” leave. He turned 
down an “R and R” recently because, “It only interrupts 
the grind, it doesn’t change it. When you get back, it’s just 
as hot and miserable as before, only now it seems twice 
as bad because you’ve been cool and safe for a while.”

AS WE DROVE UP to a friend's suburban home 
X x recently, I was surprised to see strips of 
aluminum foil dangling in front of an ex­ 
pansive picture window. 


You can make a flower holder of any size or shape with a wad of aluminum foil.

“It’s for the birds,’’ my host said—and he wasn’t trying 
to be facetious. 
He told me that the early-morning sunrays obscure the 
glass pane and that several birds recently had flown 
headlong into it and were killed or injured. My bird-loving 
friend solved the problem by hanging up strips of foil, 
which glittered in the sunlight, thus warning the birds 
there was an obstacle they couldn’t fly through. 
It wasn’t long after this incident that f a m il y w e e k l y 
ran an article (“We Escaped from a ‘White Dungeon,” ’ 
June 16, 1963) in which small-boat owners were advised 
to carry aluminum foil as a safety measure. In case they 
got lost in fog, the foil—spread out on the deck—would 
show up clearly on Coast Guard radar and hasten rescue. 
These unusual uses for aluminum foil set me off on a 
search for other offbeat ways of utilizing this common 
household product. 
A young college student who spends his vacations camp­ 
ing told me that foil makes outdoor living easier. He no 
longer burdens himself with bulky camping utensils; in­ 
stead, he carries an extra supply of aluminum foil and 
some coat hangers—and makes his own utensils! 
If he wants a cup, he simply takes a square of foil and 
molds it around his fist or a can. When he’s through, he 
doesn’t wash or pack it but merely throws it away. 
To make a cooking pot or a frying pan, he takes a double 
layer of foil and molds it to the desired size. Then he bends 


A "/nust” in every woman’s kitchen, it’s also a boon to handy man, camper, 
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a wire coat hanger into a loop and crimps the edges of the 
foil pot or pan over the hanger. A portion of the hanger is 
left extended from the loop to serve as a handle. During 
cooking, he often wedges the handle between two rocks so 
he doesn’t have to hold it over the fire. When the meal is 
finished, he places the foil behind his camper’s lantern to 
intensify the light 
Not to be outdone, I recalled how I had gotten a head 
start on my summer suntan. I’d taken two pieces of card­ 
board (about 12 by 12 inches ^ h ) , taped them together 
like the covers of a book, and stapled a sheet of foil on the 
front and back of each. I punched a hole in the center of 
the lower edge of each “page,” drew a string through the 
holes and knotted the ends, then looped the string around 
my neck. The result: a V-shaped refiector that helped me 
get a glorious tan. (But beware: you know how well alu­ 
minum helps you cook.) 
In gathering unusual uses for foil, I found men enthusi­ 
astic contributors. One man, who was using the roll-on 
method to paint his den, mentioned that he lined the roller 
pan with aluminum foil—and so eliminated the need of 


cleaning the pan when he was finished. Instead, he just 
threw away the foil lining. Another do-it-yourselfer pointed 
out that foil also comes in handy when someone interrupts 
a painting chore. He wraps the roller or brush in foil to 
keep it moist while he’s busy elsewhere, then later picks up 
where he left olf. 
Aluminum foil also foils rust. Men who garden or who 
have a workshop wrap their tools in foil to keep them from 
pitting. And one fellow in our office uses foil to repair 
broken toys or china. After gluing the broken parts to­ 
gether, he wraps the object tightly in foil. It holds the 
parts firmly in place until the glue dries. (By the way, the 
glue won’t stick to the foil.) 
Oh, yes—I also heard of a coin collector who keeps his 
coins bright by wrapping them in foil. 
A friend of mine lov^ growing window plants, but her 
home is heavily shaded by big elm trees. She solved the 
problem by stretching a sheet of foil inside her window 
sill so that it reflected sunlight onto the seedlings. This 
gave them more evenly distributed light so she didn’t have 
to turn the seedlings to the sun every day or so. 
And when mailing some plants recently, she w rap i^ 
the roots in foil. This enabled her to leave plenty of dirt 
on them. When they arrived at their destination, they were 
fresh and ready to grow. 
And here is a suggestion for cut-flower buffs. Crumple 
some foil, place it in a vase or bowl, and mold it to the 
bottom of the container. Insert flower stems into this foil 
holder, alternating from front to back and side to side to 
keep the holder from tipping over. If necessary, punch holes 
in the crumpled foil so stems can be inserted more easily. 


This way you can have a wonderful flower holder of almost 
any shape or size! (See photo at far left.) 
If you live in a television fringe area, try boosting your 
signal strength by crimping an oblong piece of foil around 


the antenna lead on the back of your set. Slide the foil up 
and down so that you can determine the most efficient 
placement. Those who’ve tried it say they get better recep­ 
tion and eliminate a lot of “snow.” 
If you have major tv interference, get a repairman to 
shield the inside of the tv cabinet with foil, lapping all the 
joints and grounding the foil securely to the set’s chassis. 
Caution: unplug the set first! 
Of all the uses for foil I discovered, this one takes the 
prize. Last June, a bride was frantic when she couldn’t buy 
shoes to match her expensive gown—but her mother soon 


came to the rescue. She used aluminum foil to make a pat­ 
tern so she could cover a pair of her daughter’s shoes with 
left-over fabric from the wedding dress—and everyone 
lived happily ever after. 
I’m still collecting unusual uses for aluminum foil—and 
obviously have just scratched the surface. Just the other 
day, I was sitting in my doctor’s office when a silvery glint 
under a chair caught my eye. It was a tight little ball of 
aluminum foil, and I asked the doctor what it was. 
He harumphed in embarrassment and, with reluctance, 
reached beneath his desk and pulled out a golf club—a 
putter, I think. “That little wad of foil,” he said, “makes a 
wonderful practice golf ball. Just the thing to putt around 
between patients’ appointments.”
